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(54) SKIN COSMETIC 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a skin cosmetic excellent in improving effects on roughened skin and 
dry skin caused by aging of the skin and further usability thereof. 

CONSTITUTION: This skin cosmetic is obtained by blending (A) at least one selected from 
respective extracts of Phellodendron amurense Ruprecht, Betula platyphylla Suketchev var. 
japonica Hara, Saliva officinalis L, Thymus vulgaris L. and Anthemis nobilis L with (B) meso- 
erythritol. The amounts of the ingredients are 0.01-10.0wt.%, preferably 0.05-5.0wt.% 
ingredient (A) (expressed in terms of drying residue) and 0.1-10.0wt.% ingredient (B). The 
extracts of the Phellodendron amurense Ruprecht, Betula platyphylla Suketchev var. japonica 
Hara and Saliva officinalis L. are respectively obtained from tree barks after removing the 
periderm of the Phellodendron amurense Ruprecht, a leaf, tree bark and xylem of Betula 
platyphylla Suketchev var. japonica Hara and the whole herb of Saliva officinalis L. with 
purified water, ethanol, propylene glycol or 1,3-butylene glycol and the extract of the Thymus 
vulgaris L. is prepared by extracting the whole herb with propylene glycol or 1 ,3-butylene 
glycol. The extract of the Anthemis nobil-is L. is obtained by extracting a flower thereof with 
propylene glycol.

[Claim 1] Skin cosmetics characterized by the thing which is chosen from cork tree bark extractives, 
Betula-alba extractives, SAGE extractives, garden thyme extractives, and the Anthemis nobilis 
extractives, and which blend a kind and meso erythritol at least. 
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[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to skin cosmetics excellent in skin aging prevention. It is 
related with the skin cosmetics which were excellent in the improvement effect of the rough skin 
produced with aging of the skin, and the desiccation skin in more detail, and were further excellent also 
in usability. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In connection with a degraded phenomenon, change arises also on the 
skin. That is, it is the rough skin which dries and does not have smoothness, and is the skin a keratin cell 
exfoliation phenomenon is accepted to be. And if the aging skin has a slow turnover rate and the aging 
prevention effectiveness carries out a grant manifestation at the skin, it is said that a turnover rate 
becomes quick. 

[0003] Before, in order to meet the request of a consumer of wanting to maintain the young skin forever, 
many skin aging prevention cosmetics in a commercial scene which blended various antioxidants are 
seen. However, the actual condition was that may not satisfy these skin aging prevention cosmetics 
enough, and they have left the room of amelioration as effectiveness, such as aging prevention, is 
generally delayed effects, it begins after prolonged continuous use and effectiveness shows up. 
[0004] The result of this invention persons having improved the difficulty of the conventional technique 
in view of such the actual condition, and having repeated research wholeheartedly, The skin cosmetics 
characterized by the thing which are chosen from cork tree bark extractives, Betula-alba extractives, 
SAGE extractives, garden thyme extractives, and the Anthemis nobilis extractives, and contain [ a kind 
and ] meso erythritol at least according to the synergistic effect By carrying out eburnation of the 
structure of the rough skin produced by aging, and accelerating it, the rough skin was made to improve 
at an early stage, and it found out excelling also in respect of a feeling of use further, and resulted in 
completion of this invention. 

[0005] Namely, this invention aims at offering the skin cosmetics which were excellent in the 
improvement effect of the rough skin produced with aging of the skin, and the desiccation skin, and 
were further excellent also in usability. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, the skin cosmetics of 
this invention take the following configurations. That is, they are the skin cosmetics characterized by the 
thing which is chosen from cork tree bark extractives, Betula-alba extractives, SAGE extractives, garden 
thyme extractives, and the Anthemis nobilis extractives, and which blend a kind and meso erythritol at 
least. 

[0007] The cork tree bark extractives used by this invention are extractives which extract from a cork 
tree bark (Phellodendron amurense Ruprecht) or the bark, in addition to this, excluding the periderm of 
species of the same genus in purified water, ethanol, propylene glycol, 1, and 3-butylene glycols or such 
mixtures, and are obtained. 

[0008] The Betula-alba extractives used by this invention are extractives which extract and are obtained 
from the leaf of the Betula alba (Betula alba L., Betula leutaL., Folia betula), a bark, and xylem by 
purified water, ethanol, propylene glycol, 1, and 3-butylene glycol etc. 

[0009] The SAGE extractives used by this invention are extractives which extract and are obtained from 
the entire plant of the SAGE (Salvia officinalis L) by purified water, ethanol, propylene glycol, 1, and 3- 
butylene glycol etc. 

[0010] The garden thyme extractives used by this invention are garden thyme (Thymus vulgaris L). 
They are the extractives which extract and are obtained from the entire plant in propylene glycol, 1, and 
3-butylene glycols or these water solutions. 

[001 1] The Anthemis nobilis extractives used by this invention are extractives which extract and are 
obtained from the flower of Anthemis nobilis (Anthemis nobilis) by propylene glycol. 
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[0012] The above-mentioned cork tree bark extractives, Betula-alba extractives, SAGE extractives, 
garden thyme extractives, and the Anthemis nobilis extractives are known as matter which generally has 
anti-inflammatory activity. However, it was not known that these have an aging prevention operation 
according to the synergistic effect with meso erythritol. 

[0013] The loadings to the skin cosmetics of this invention of the above-mentioned matter are converted 
into the desiccation residue on the basis of a total amount, and 0.01 - 10.0 % of the weight (it 
abbreviates to wt% hereafter) is 0.05 - 5.0wt% desirable still more preferably. 

[0014] Hereafter, in the text, loadings are displayed like the above on the basis of the purity (it converts 
by the desiccation residue) of the extractives extracted and obtained. 

[0015] The meso erythritol used by this invention is the well-known matter (it is JP,64-34243,A and 
JP,1 -108953, A, and it has the structure of the sugar-alcohol of tetrose, it has a non-carious operation, 
and the application to the food field is proposed.). Until now, it was not known that meso erythritol will 
improve according to the synergistic effect with said matter to the rough skin and the desiccation skin 
which are especially produced with aging of the skin. 

[0016] 0.1 - 10.0wt% of the loadings to the skin cosmetics of this invention of meso erythritol are 
desirable on the basis of a total amount. 

[0017] The skin cosmetics of this invention can be made pharmaceutical forms, such as lotions, creams, 
milky lotions, and packs, according to a conventional method. 

[0018] To the skin cosmetics of this invention, in addition, color pigments, such as tar system coloring 
matter and an iron oxide, Anionic surfactants, such as antiseptics, such as paraben, fatty-acid soap, a 
cetyl sodium sulfate, and N-stearoyl-sodium L-glutamate monohydrate, Polyoxyethylene alkyl ether, 
polyoxyethylene fatty acid ester, Polyoxyethylene polyhydric-alcohol fatty acid ester, polyoxyethylene 
hydrogenated castor oil, Nonionic surface active agents, such as polyhydric-alcohol fatty acid ester and 
polyglyceryl fatty acid ester, Cationic surfactants, such as tetra-alkyl ammonium salt, a betaine mold, 
Amphoteric surface active agents, such as a sulfobetaine mold and a sulfoamino acid type, lecithin, 
Anti-oxidants, such as pigments, such as natural system surface active agents, such as a 
lysophosphatidylcholine, and titanium oxide, and dibutylhydroxytoluene, a chelating agent, various 
vitamins, various amino acid, various animals-and-plants extract extractives, etc. can be suitably blended 
within limits which attain the purpose of this invention. 
[0019] 

[Example] Hereafter, this invention is explained to a detail based on an example and the example of a 
comparison. In addition, this invention is not limited to these. Moreover, % used in an example and the 
example of a comparison means weight %. 

[0020] Moreover, each method of examining (1) dry-area skin service test and (2) organoleptics (feeling 
of use) used in this invention is as follows. 

[0021] (1) The example thru/or the example of a comparison were applied to the face for one month in 
succession [ bis die ] for woman panelist (25-50 years old) each 20 groups which appeal against the 
rough skin service test dry-area skin and the desiccation skin. In addition, the number which answered 
"The rough skin has been improved" showed evaluation. 
[0022] (2) Organoleptics (feeling of use) 

The property after each 20 group panelists use an example and the example of a comparison 

continuously to the face for ten days was evaluated. The number which answered "Compatibility is 

good" showed evaluation to the questionnaire item about compatibility.

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[0025] (Method of preparation) After dissolving A component and B component given in Table 1 in 
homogeneity, respectively, B component and C component were added into A component, and mixed 
stirring distribution was carried out and it considered as the product at homogeneity.

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[0027] About examples 1-7 and the examples 1-6 (lotion) of a comparison, said rough skin trial and 
organoleptics were carried out.

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[0032] (Method of preparation) The heating dissolution of A component and B component given in 
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Table 4 was carried out at homogeneity, and temperature was made into 80 degrees C. Subsequently, in 
A component, after carrying out impregnation emulsification of B component and the C component, it 
cooled to 30 degrees C, stirring.

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[0034] About examples 8-14 and the examples 7-12 (cream) of a comparison, said rough skin trial and 
organoleptics were carried out. The result is shown in Table 6.
